Caprivi. 


The New Army Bill Introduced 
With Dramatie Effect. 


Telegrams That Throw Light on the 
Struggle With Franee. 


The Chancellor Deciares That in Spite of 
Present Peace Germafiy Must Be 
Ready to Meet France 
and Russia.

Ber.in, Nov. 23.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The long-looked-for 
event of the present session of the 
Reichstag occurred today. The Army 
Bill was introduced by Chancellor von 
Caprivi. He said he did not intend to 
justify the bill by referring to-war in 
sight or by indulging in gloomy fore- 
bodings. He added: 

I will disclose the whole truth. We are 
at peace with all nations, and encounter no 
difficulty in any quarter in maintaining the 
dignity of the nation. His Majesty, the 
Emperor, has justly remarked that Heligo- 
land was the last piece of the globe we (ec- 
sired to acquire. Germany will #®t-pro- 
voke war, for there is no prize to gain by 
victory, but neither will she undertake to 
prevent war any more than she did in 
1870. 

The Chancellor then referred to al- 
leged forgery by Prince Bismark of the 
famous Ems dispatch, which precipi- 
tated the Franco-German war, and read 
the genuine dispatch. The Chancellor 
also read the draft Prince Bismarck 
prepared, which appeared in the North 
German. Gazette of July 13, 1870, and 
which read as follows: 

Telegram addressed by the Prussian gov- 
ernment to foreign governments: “After 
the news of the renunciation of the hered. 
itary Prince of Hohenzollern was officially 
communicated to the imperial French gov- 
ernment by the roval Spanish government, 
the French ambassador at Ems further de- 
manded of His Majesty, the King of Prus- 
sia, to authorize him to telegraph to Paris 
that His Majesty, the King, engages for a!) 
the future never againtoreturn to this 
candidature. His Majesty, the King, there- 
upon declined to receive the French ambas- 
sador again, and had him told by an adju- 
tantin attendance that His Majesty had 
nothing further to communicatc to the ain- 
bassador.”’ 

The last sentence of the above is 
what Prince Bismarck is alleged to 
have forged with the intentio1 
wounding the amour propre dL 
so that she would declare war against 
Germany, and thus allow him, in the 
event of a Prussian victory, to bring 
about the formation of the German em- 
pire. 

Caprivi declared emphatically that 
Prince Bismarck had not falsified the 
dispatch, and that it was not true that 
King William was too conciliatory or 
had not struck the proper note in deal- 
ing with France. King William, he 
said, even as late as July 18, 1870, 
had a dispatch sent to the German 
Minister at Paris, intimating that he 
was indignant at the Duc de Gram- 
znont’s demand, addressed to him 
through M. Benedetti, and reserved any 
further steps. The whole of Europe 
was of the same opinion as Germany, 
at that time, as was shown by Glad- 
stone’s declaration and Prince Gorts- 
chakoff’s dispatch to the Russian am- 
bassador. 

Chancellor von Caprivi also read the 
textof the famous dispatch sent by 
Privy Councillor Abeken to the Prus- 
sian Foreign Office from Ems July 18, 
1870, two days prior to the declaration 


of the Franco-Prussian war. The dis- 
patch reads: 
The King writes me as follows: ‘‘Bene- 


detti, the French ambassador to Germany, 
intercepted me 6n my promenade, and 


finally asked me in a very pressing manner - 


to authorize him to telegraph his govern- 
ment atonce that I bound myself forall 
time never to again accord my sanction in 
the event of Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern 
reverting to his candidature to the throne 
of Spain. I atlength declined, somewhat 
sternly, to listen to him further, as one 
ought not, and could not, enter tout jamais 
into engagements of this kind. Naturally 
I told him I had as yet received nothing. 
As he got news earlier by way of Paris and 
Madrid thanI did, he must see that my 
government was again left out. 

The King has since received a Jetter from 
Prince Leopold. The King, in view of the 
demand referred to, resolved, upon the ad- 
vice of Count von Eulenburg and mvself, 
not to seeg Benedetti again, but merely to 
inform him through his adjutant that the 
King had received a letter from Prince 
Leopold confirming the news Benedetti al- 
ready had from Paris, and the King had 
nothing more to say to the ambassador. 
The King leaves Your Excellency to decide 
whether Benedetti’s new demand and its re- 
jection should not be immediately commu- 
nicated to the ambassadors and the press. 

“Il refer to these matters,’ said 
Chance‘lor von Caprivi, ‘in order to 
show that Germany did not play a 
provocative part. The French love 
wars and glory, and the more complete 
their armaments the stronger grows 
their self-consciousness and desjre to 
conclude alliances naturally not for de- 
feusive purposes, but with a view to a 
revision of the map of Europe.’’ 

Chancellor von Caprivi’s speech was 
greeted with loud applause by the 
supporters of the government. 

Referring to the Russo-German rela- 
tions, the Chancellor said: 


The present Czar is one of the noblest 
minded and most peaceful of monarchs and 
appreciates the peaceful! and loyal policy of 
Germany. In Russia, howeyer, hostile cur- 
rents are working against us, but it must 
not be concluded that because Russia is de- 
veloping an army waris imminent. From 
her preparations we must assume that Rus- 
sia's next war will be to the westward. 
There is undeniably a reapproachment be- 
tween Russia and France,in the face of 
which we cannot yield Alsace-Lorraine nor 
break off relations with Austria. Strength- 
ening our armaments constitrtes no threat 
to Russia. We only want to repel possible 
attack. We must think of ’war with the 
possibility of having tp present two fronts. 
We are not prepared for such an exigency. 
We would have todefend ourselves against 
superior numbers. We have the highest 
opinion of our allies and the dreibund is no- 
where so popular asin Germany, but even 
the dreibund is weaker in troops than 
France and Russia. 


The Chancellor then proceeded to ex- 
plain the proposed reforms in the mili- 
tary service, and, referring to the 
measures by which he proposed to meet 
the increased expenditures, he ns 
that the beer tax would scarcely be

San Francisco, Nov. 28.—|By the 
Associated Press.| Judge Lawler to- 
night granted a temporary injunction 
restraining the Election Commissioners 
from proceeding with the official can- 
vass of the vote cast in this city at 
the last election. The suit is by 
James Welsh, who _ that 
the Australian ballot law prevented 
him from enjoying the secrecy 
of ballot as guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion, and that, therefore, the law is un- 
constitutional. Welsh avers that he is 
partially blind and could not vote under 
the Australian system without assist- 
ance in marking his ballot. 

A few days before the election 
Welsh attacked the validity of the Aus- 
tralian law by demanding of the Kegis- 
trar of Voters and Secretary of State 
that he be furnished with an official 
ballotto prepare at home. The request 
was refused and the matter taken be- 
fore the Supreme Court, but owing 
to the shortness of time before the elec- 
tion the suit was dismissed without 
prejudice by mut&al consent. Weisli's 
attorney says the result of the national 
election will not be affected by the suit. 
but that the Legislature and municpal 
tickets will be knocked out if the suit is 
decided in his client’s favor. 

During the official canvass of the vote 
it was discovered that the returns from 
the Eighth Precinct of the Thirty- 
seventh Assembly District in this city 
had been doctored in favor of Hoey, 
Republican candidate for the Assembly.

FRENCH FINANCIERS. 
Their Views on the Monetary Conference 
at Brussels. 

Panis, Nov. 23.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.j Onthe occasion of the 
opening of the International Monetary 
Conference at Brussels an Associated 
Press representative here asked leading 
financiers and economists for their views 
on the conference and the general 
question of bi-metallism and mono- 
metallism. 

Georges Demslinari, the well-known 
free trader and editor of the Journal des 
Economistes, said: **The monetary prob- 
lem as it now stands, that is to say, in 


the form of a debate between bi- 
metallists and mono-metallists, does 
not seem to be solvable, for, 


in excluding silver from circulation, 
there would be danger of raising the 
monetary standard, which would be un- 
fortunate for debtors, and particularly 
all states imdebt. On the other hand, 
by adopting bi-metallism there would 
be a fall. I cannot tell what will be 
the decision of the Brussels conference, 
but whatever it may be, lam pursuaded 
that the status quo will be continued, 
for the status quo, in spite of its incon- 
veniences, is practical and preferable 
to either of the proposed solutions.”’ 

Clamagereau, life Senator and Min- 
ister of Finance, said; “I am inclined 
to think free silver has few partisans in 
France. Our free traders, for the most 
part, are mono-metallists, while our 
protectionists are naturally of 
opinion that they ought to protect 
against the invasion of Amert- 
can silver, just as the United States, by 
an almost prohibitive tariff, protects it- 
self against the introduction of French 
industrial products.”’ 

Senator Buffet, ex-Minister of Fi- 
nance, said: “I am, for the present at 
least, in favor of maintaining in France 
the monetary status quo, and lam abst- 
lutely opposed to the free silver idea.”

The Coming Investigation Will Be Limited 
in’Its Scope. 

Paris, Nov. 23.—[By the Associated 
Press.}| The Panama Canal Investigat- 
ing Committee was completed today by 
the electian of seven more members, 
six of whom were of the Right.

For Economy in Local Government. 

The meeting of taxpayers called to 
assemble at Armory Halli next Saturday 
evening is to promote the already pop- 
ular plan of cutting down expenses by 
consolidating certain offices in the city 
and coupty governments. Undoubtedly 
there will be a large attendance, and 
we hope tosee the movement started on 
a broad-gauge plan. This is a measure 
which was favorably reported upon by 
the grand jury nearly a year ago. 

It has béen quite fully discussed by 
the press, and has found favor with the 
people to such an extent that the late 
city conventions of both the Republican 
and Democratic parties incorporated it 
in their platforms. We have had ex- 
perience lately which shows us that 
when both parties unite upon a measure 
with determination, it is pretty sure to 
go by a large majority. They are, 
taken together, a pretty good index of 
public sentiment. 

The offices which might be consoli- 
dated with greatest advantage are those 
which have todo withthe assessment 
and collection of taxes. Here the same 
work, where it relates to city property 
at least hasto be gone through with 
twice at great expense, and the trouble 
ibmposed upon taxpayers is doubled also. 
The entire assessment for State, county 
and city purposes might a great deal 
better be made in one office, and 
the taxes might better be paid 
allat one place. A slight increase in 
the clerical force of the consolidated 
offices would make this possible, and 
the saving in salaries in the offices dis- 
pensed with would be great. 

It is probable, also, thatthe offices of 
City Treasurer and County Treasurer 
might be consolidated with advantage, 
and possibly the offices of City Engineer 
and County Surveyor. There may be 
other ways of cutting down expenses, 
which the taxpayers will be able to de- 
vise when they get down to their work. 
They will find, on a generai survey of 
the field, that the public service may be 
actually improved and a large saving 
made at the same time.

White Has the Best Chance. 


Lynch Are in the Race, 


Cleveland, and the Popular Will Must 
Be Heeded — Why He is 
Strong. 


[Correspondence of the Stockton Mail.] 


California Legislature meets this win- 
ter in the moral city of Sacramento the 
first question that will be asked will be 
about the identity of the men who are 
going to run things. 

The condition of the Legislature has 
completely upset the plans of all the 
corporation managers, and while Sulli- 
van and Dwyer may think it necessary 
for them to speni some of their time in 
looking after their friends from this 
city, they are not the kind of men who 
conld be induced to take up a fight of 
difbious honesty nor interfere to save 
a corporation at the expense of the 
State. 

All of the Democratic rascally bosses 
from this city have teen so thoroughly 
stamped upon that they will hardly 
have the assurance to present them- 
selyes at Sacramento, the Republican 
leaders are left without a following 
and will probably stay at home, and 
who will occupy the places once filled 
b 
a deep mystery. 

Our old friend Creed Haymond, after 
having been crushed by Collis P. Hun- 
tington, and snubbed as a_ political ad- 
viser, is not likely to attempt to handle 
the Legislature; W. H. Millis has more 


j important matters on hand; Hunting- 


ton will have his hands fullat Wasbing- 
ton, and so who isto look after the 
raiiroad interests against the aggres- 
sions of the wicked traffic association. 

I am curious to see what will be done 
by, the first Legislature |have seen in 
this State that was not owned body and 
soul by one or the other set of bosses 
before it took its seat beneath the 
shadow of the dome of the Capitol. It 
will be very funny, too, to see an elec- 
tion for United States Senator in which 
the members of the Legislature will 
vote for themselves, no matter what 
their motive, ann not be voted by the 
men who gave them thcir nominations, 
and insured their fealty by 2 promise of 
an office during the yearand ten months 
that the Legislature was not in session. 
It will be funny to see an election for 
United States Senator in California in 
which the candidates will be able to 
present their own claims. for the con- 
sideration of the caucus. and not wait 
until the sack has arrived for the pur- 
chase of votes in blocks of ten. Of the 
Democratic candidates who have been 
talked about there are four who seem to 
stand a good chance, and one whose 
‘candidacy is rather amusing. 

But only think of it. There are four 
[five?| Democratic candidates for the 
United States Senatorship who have 
never bowed the knee tocrime, and any 
one of whom would be acredit to the 
State. Theirnames?’? I will give them 
in the order of their political chances: 

. Warite. W.-W. Foote, James V. 

man, Dennis Spencer and Jerry 
Lynch. If I could name the Senator he 
should be Billy Foote, but the mass of 
the people will prefer White. There is 
a good reason for this. White has been 
the principal figure of several cam- 
paigns, and was the one Democrat who 
led in this State in the battle just 
fought. Nearlyallofus said: ‘If the 
Republicans win it will be De Young, 
while if the Democrats get in Steve 
W hite will be the man.”’ 

It was White who promulgated the 
principle of the election of Senators by 
the peojile, and the enormous vote that 
proposition received was an indorse- 
ment of White. At the Democratic 
convention it was well-nigh understood 
‘that White was the choice of the south 
and central counties for United States 
Senator, and had he tried for an in- 
dorsement as he did at San José, he 
could have gotit. White stands for all 
that is chivalrous and manly in politics; 
he is atrue Democrat and the young 
men of the State swear by him. 

I was asked what White had ever 
done to deserve the place. My answer 
was that the State wanted the best 
man it could get, and Steve. White has 
shown himself to be the ablest Vemo- 
crat eligible for the office. It was not 
a question of rewarding a man for his 
deserts, butof picking out the best man 
to fill a place of the utmost importance 
to the people. All the State knows 
that White could have been nominated 
for Governor instead of Pond two years 
ago if he had not peremptorily declined 
the place on the ground that he could 
not afford to desert his practice. I be- 
lieve in discussing public questions 
coldly and freely. and will say to White 
what some of his friends may, not like 
to hear. Thoughthe people at large 
will demand his nomination. he will be 
fought by many onthe ground that he 
is the choice of the Southern Pacific. 
Some of those who raise this cry are 
sincere, and some are dishonest. Some 
people think that when White opposed 
the traffic association plank at the 
Fresno convention, or that part of it 
relating to the dismissalof-the Railroad 
Commissioners, he was actuated by a 
feeling of friendship for the Southern 
Pacific. 

I donot think that was White’s mo- 
tive at all. I believe that he was con- 
scientious in the belief thatthe worst 
railroa2 commissioner in the world 
would. do less harm tothe State than 
the best Legislature, but the people, 
who are always looking for a suspicious 
motive, will not haveitthatway. Still, 
with White, as with Cleveland, the 
people will, I think, be strong enough 
to force his election. Again, there will 
be some opposition to White from the 
friends of the late George Hearst, who 
undoubtedly felt that White had not 
treated him well. I have no opinion of 
the merits of the quarrel between the 
men. One is dead, and the other would 
not talk of his relations with the dead, 
but I know a good many men 
ride with the dead against the living in 
the coming contest. How much influ- 
ence they have remains to be seen. 

James V. Coleman would make a 
splendid Senator, but I doubtif he is in 
the right line for the place. Heisa 
man of brains and honor, but he has 
‘also wealth and leisure qualitications 
that are not just now in demand. The 
cry of coin will be raised as soon as he 
makes a move for the place. but it 
would be unfair. He would scorn to 
buy an office,as he scorned to buy Buck- 
ley’s support when he ran for Governor 
at San José, but that would not make 
any difference. In the late campaign 
he was told that his conduct was hurt- 
ing his political chances. He replied 
that he was helping to drive scoundrels 
out of the Democratic party, and the 
more of that kind he offended the bet- 
ter pleased he was with himself.

GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—Miss Marlowe's 
second appéarance but confirms one in the 
impression that she is a most beautiful 
woman as well asa brilliant actress. As 
‘Beatrice’’ in Shakespeare's sparkling 
comedy, Much Ado About Nuthing, sheis at 
once piquant, naive, joyous—all abubble 
with wit, weaving spells with the glory of 
her soulful eyes and charming with:the 
sunshine of her smile. We have seen 
players who made of ‘Beatrice’ a hoyden— 
something of a shrew—Miss Marlowe is 
neither, but is a creature full of gay 
spirits with adeftness at badinage, while 
from the jeweled star that glitters in 
the midnight of her hair to the tip of her 
satin slipper she is every inch a lady to the 
manner born. And the stage has so few 
artistes who play the lady with an air of 
breeding and culture that when one comes 
to us We may be pardoned for rejoicing in 
the freshness of the sensation. Miss Mar- 
lowe’s striking originality has much prom- 
inence in this rdle, for she does not declaim ; 
she seems neVer to have heard of a school of 
eclocution; she is not acting at all—she is 
‘‘Beatrice,"’ neice of ‘‘Leonato,’’ the Gov- 
ernor of Messina, and none other. She is 
fullof gibes, but they do not wound, for 
her rich voice is full of music, and thus is 
the sting that lies hidden in the bard's 
phrases buried under its melody.

Another Batch of Annual Re- 
yports Submitted. 
Assistant Secretary Bussey on Pen- 
sions and Indians. 


Some Suggestions in the Interest of 
the Nation’s Wards. 


The Commandant of Marines Urges That 
His Force Be Increased—Ex-Secre- 
tary Blaine’s Condition Shows 
Very Little Change. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Nov. 23.—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The annual report ot 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Bussy is very lengthy. It deals exclu- 
sively with the work of the Board of 


Pension Appeals and with the purchase 
of 


Indian supplies at the Gov- 
ernment warehouse in New York. 
' The report shows that on July 1, 


1891, there were 5030 appealed pen- 
sion cases on file with the board, and 
on June 30, 1892, this number had 
been reduced to 48349. There were 
4258 appeals tiled during the year. 
Of 4939 cases acted upon during the 
year, the decision of the Commissioner 
was sustained in 3865, action was re- 
versed in 464 cases, 201 were dis- 
missed and 409 cases were reconsid- 
ered by the Commissioner, pending ap- 
al. 

In a discussion of the pension laws, 
Bussey calls attention to several defects 
in pension legislation and makes num- 
erous suggestions for amendments. On 
June 30, 1892, there were. borne on 
the pension rolls the names of 865,089 
pensioners; 179,928 more pensioners 
than were carried on the same rolls at 
the end of the preceding fiscal year, 
and 457,050 more than were on the 
rolls June 30, 1887... 

Gen. Bussey calls attention to the 
fact that the appropriation bill for the 
Imdian service is usually passed so late 
in the year that it seems impossible to 
let contracts for supplies in time for de- 
livery before winter setsin, and this, 
especially as to blankets and winter 
clothing, has caused much suffering. 
He recommends that the appropriation 
for these supplies be made one year 
ahead. 


THE MARINE CORPS, 


{ts Commandant Sub mits Suggestions for 
Its Improvement. 

WasaiInoton, Nov. 23.—[By the Asso- 

ciated Press.| Col. Charles Heywood, 
Commandant of Marines, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Navy, 
argently recommends that the Marine 
Corps be increased innumber. He savs 
the present small force is called 
upon for varied employment, and it 
it is impossible to properly guard 
‘government property at the navy- 
yards, and the men are very much 
overworked. The Commandant rec- 
ommends that the army legislation rela- 
tive to desertions be extended to the 
Marine Corps, and he urges that the 
condition of marine bands be classified 
and improved. In order to encourage 
marines to save money, it is suggested 
that the naval act to provide for the 
deposits of savings of seamen be ex- 
‘ended to the Marine Corps. 

An earnest appeal is made in the re- 
port for the issue of an order assigning 
marines to duty co man the secondary 
batteries aboard ship, which work they 
performed with great efficiency until 
ietached by an order from the depart- 
ment.

Yesterday afternoon an anonymous 
circular headed ‘‘Vote for H. T. Hazard 
for Mayor’ was treely circulated on 
the streets. No one seemed to know 
who was the author of the document, 
nor could any one be found who would 
father it. The circular is as follows: 

After making a fair canvass of the 
voters,.and getting the expression of 
opinion of the people, we are convinced 
that a majority, regardless of party. think 
it is to the best interest of the city that we

Hfs name 
will not appear on the ticket. but will have 
to be written in the blank space left for 
that purpose. So bring a pencil with you. 

This move is gotten up by the people who 
earn their living by the sweai of their 
brow. We have not forgotten that Mr. 
Rowan was chairman of the Supervisors 
that imported scab labor trom ‘Frisco and 
all parts of the world to build our Court- 
house, and at a time when we were 
begging for work and could get 
nothing to do, but they could pay one man 
$20 per dav who was not even a natural- 
ized citizen of the country. Sodon’t forget 
your pencil, boys. 

O, just wait 
awhile! them little feet are too tender for 
suck a big office. '

Mayor Hazard was seen by a TIMES 
reporter last evening: and when shown 
the circular, promptly disclaimed any 
connection with it inany manner what- 
soever. Mr. Hazard stated that several 
delegations had waited upon him and 
insisted upon him allowing his name to 
go on the ticket_as an independent 
candidate, but he had refused, and 
when the statement was made that 
yarious partics intended to get up the 
necessary petition and put his name on 
the ticket, whether or not, he stated 
plainly and unequivocally that he would 
not countenance any such proceeding. 
and if it was attempted, he would avail 
himself of his privilege under the law, 
and notity the City Clerk not to insert 
his name.

He had refused to 
allow his name to goon the ticket un- 
der any circumstances, he was not a 
candidate, he was supporting the Re- 
publican ticket, and he wanted to see it 
elected for the reason that he believed 
it was to the best interests of the city.

The Lead Linine of a Tea Chest. 
[St. Louls Globe-Democrat.] 
It is often said that tea chests are 
lined with tinfoil, but just as there is no 
lead in a lead pencil so there is no tin 


inthis tinfoil. The thin lining conm- 
sists of lead, and is said to be the 
purest lead that can be found. Among 


the countless undeveloped resources of 
the Celestial empire is a supply of lead, 
which would yield millions annually if 
properly worked. and from the inex- 
haustible supply the Chinese take what 
they need for making linings for tea 
chests. The lead is melted in small 
vessels and poured out while hot. Be- 
fore it has time to cool it is pressed 
into asort of mold, and when enough 
squares have been produced they are 
soldered together. and the sheet thus 
formed is placed in the chest as a lin- 
ing. Then the top laver of lead is 
soldered on, and all possibility of the 
tea losing strength on the voyage is at 
anend. The lead is so pure and the 
solder so fine that the lining of an 
empty chest is worth much more than 
the chest itself, and is in great demand 
for making the best quality of solder. 
How the smooth tin-like appearance can 
be produced without the aid of polish- 
ing or other machinery would be a 
mystery, were it not for the fact that 
the native Chinaman is even more in- 
dustrious and ingenious when at home 
than when he has spent a few years in 
this country and begun to entertain 


hopes of decent pay and reasonable 
hours, 


_ Poultry Points. 
{inter-Ocean.} 

Dry earth is an essential in every 
well-ordered hennery. A considerable 
amount of this material is required to 
keep the ‘dusting boxes’ replenished, 
Fowls not only rid themselves of lice 
and other parasites by wallowing in 
dust, but clean their skin and feathers 
of impurities as well. 
dust does for gallinaceous birds what 
water does for man. It forms the bath 
of birds as water does of man. .Road 
dust, muck, loam and coal ashes finely 
sifted are all valuable to the poultry 
keeper, if only they are dry and fine. 

Separate the cockerels from the pal- 
lets, if the same has not been done al- 
readv. Each sex develops best by 
itself, and furthermore different kinds 
of food are required for each. The 
males need to be fattened for market. 
and should consume liberal rations of 
wheat, potatoes, etc., while the pullets 
should have more nitrogenous food, 
such as bran, shorts, oats, wheat, etc. 

Tighten up the cracks before winter. 
Also replace any broken panes of glass. 
A draught over the roosting perches 
one of these cool, damp nights is very 
liable to result in colds, canker or croup. 
Such diseases that prey upon mucous 
membranes and surfaces are very deadly 
and tenacious when they have become 
firmly rooted. ‘‘An ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure.”’ 
sure and. not allow these plagues to 


negligence. 

Every man has his own preference in 
regard tothe breeds of poultry. There 
is a good deal in the breed, to be sure, 


«but there is more in the manthan inthe 


breed. A person will, of course, do 
better with fowls he really fancies and 
likes than with others which do not suit 
his tastes. So every one to his own 
choice; if Leghorns, select Leghorns; if 
Brahmas, select Brahmas. 

In putting up a hencoop it should be 
remembered that symplicity is an abso- 
lute necessity. The writer has known 
of parties who wished to have things 
‘look nice’’ in the fowl-house. So they 
made the nest boxes of matched boards, 
and placed them in sets of eight, nail- 
ing each set of boxes solidly together, 


and bred in the hidden recesses, where 
they could not be dislodged. Comnse- 
quently it was imperative that all this 
fancy arrangement be torn away, and 
joose, portable nest boxes be used in- 
stead. Experience isa costly teacher, 
but often people will learn in no other 
way.

The Trne Facts About the Indian 
Scare. 

No Danger of an Outbreak if Ordi- 
nary Tact is Exercised. 


The Indians Will Not Fight Unless’ 
Pushed Too Far. 


They Object to Sending Their Children to 
the Government Schools, and Will 
Iiestat if Force ts Used 
Against Them 


For the past few days the press dis- 
patches from Washington and Arizona 
have indicated that serious trouble with 
the Navajo Indians was threatened and 
an outbreak imminent. The real facts 
seem hardly to warrant such apprehen- 
sion, when it is known that all depends 
upon the action of the Goverpment of- 
ficers, be it lenient or severely heart- 
less, as to whether or not the savages 
willtake up arms against the troops 
and white settlers in the vicinity of 
their reservation. 

The commencement of the trouble 
Jates back into last month, when the 
agent at Detiance. Ariz., went up into 
‘he territory of Black Horse to get 
thildren for his school, a full account 
of which appeared in Tuer Times the 
following week

afternoon from the Territory, where he 
aas been for some time carrying eut 
‘he detail of governmental surveys for 
water ditches, and where he first be- 
same acquainted with the old chief, 
Black Horse. 

‘Lhe territory over which Black Horse 
has control embraces, the northeastern 
section of the the Arizona portion of 
the reservation, in the vicinity of the 
Carrizo mountains. The Indians call 
the valley Standing Red Rock, so called 
from a high promotory of red sandstone 
which stands almost isolated on the 
western ridge. Black Horse himself is 
what the cavalrymen call a “‘blanket’’ 
Indian, that is, he will not adopt the 
American dress atall, but continues to 
don his war paint and feathers and 
wear the common blanket for a wrap as 
of old. He is said to be a magnificent 
specimen of physical manhood, and in 
every sense isa typical Navajo. His 
followers, if they will, may robe them- 
selves as they please, but he acheres to 
the costume of his forefathers. 

Itis worthy of remark that the ordi- 
nary outfit of the Navajo is of a varied 
nature. One who is considered of the 
higher class (and they have social dis- 
tinction,) will be adorned with a 
blanket, costing perhaps $5, a shirt 
and moccasins worth 50 cents each, 
trowsers of not more than 55 cents val- 
uation, and a belt ornamented with 
silver plates, costing not less than $25. 
On his pony’s bridle will also be strung 
from 880 to 850 worth of the silver 
ovals, and his accoutrement is then 
complete with the addition of fire-arms 
and ammupbition. 

When the surveying party went up 
into Black Horse's country, in the mid- 
die of October, they were met by the 
old warrior and told that he wanted no 
ditches for water through his valley. 
He was afraid that his chosen spot of 
abode would become too attractive and

Trouble in a Wall street Lodging-heuse— 
A Destitate Family. 

An able-bodied police officer was in 
great demand at the lodging-house, No. 
602 South Wall street, at an early 
hour yesterday morning. The festive 
roosters and black Tom cats in that 
neighborhood had jast opened the day- 
light chorus, when an ex-Trombone re- 
porter, named Rackey, got on the war- 
path and almost frightened the life out 
of Mrs. Clark, the iandlady, who is 
troubled with heart disease. _ 

Mrs. Clark has been having trouble 
with the Rackey family, consisting of 
Mr. and Mrs. Rackey and two very 
small children, for some time past on 
account of Rackey’s inability to pay 
room rent. 

A few days ago Mrs. Clark called in 
the strong arm of the law, and the 
Rackey belongings, consisting of a 
trunk or two, were placed on the side- 
walk in front of the house. This took 
place last, Saturday evening, and Mrs. 
Rackey and her two little children made 
their weary way to the central police 
station and applied to Chief Glass for 
assistance. 

Mrs. Rackey informed the Chief ‘that 
she was destitute and did not know 
where to take her babies for shelter. 
The Chief sent an officer downto Mrs. 
Clark’s with a request that she allow 
Mrs. Rackey and her babies to remain 
in the house over Sunday, until he could 
make some other arrangements for 
them. 

The furniture had been removed from 
the rooms just vacated by the unfor- 
tunate family, but Mrs. Clark allowed 
the distressed mother and her children 
to occupy the place. It was not the 
intention of the police to have Rackey 
return, but he did, and on Tuesday 
night he became so abusive that Mrs. 


Clark was compelled to send for police 


protection as above stated. 

When mounted Officer Ditewig reached 
the house he found the rooms again 
vacated by the Rackeys, and they could 
not be tound“any place. 

Rackey, who is a hopse decorator, 
says that he has plenty of work, but he 
has been unable to collect the money 
due him and that is the cause of his 
present trouble. 


MUST FACE THE MUSIC. 


Comings Must Return to Answer a 
Charge of Embezzlement. 


On His Way to North Dakota in Charge 
of an Officer—The Story of His 
Crime and How He Was 
Discovered. 


Sheriff Arny Grundysen of East Grand 
Forks, N. D., came down from San Ber- 
nardino yesterday afternoon with C. L. 
Comings, the embezzler, in custody, It 
will be remembered that the story in 
brief from St. Paula week ago stated 
that Comings, a prominent citizen of 
Grand Forks, had been arrested in San 
Bernariine on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny in having disposed of a lot of 
wheat stored with him, and that a ser- 
vant girl to whom he had written gave 
him away. 

Sheriff Grundysen and Comings were 
both interviewed at.the Central police 
station before taking the 40:40 train, 
by a Timgs reporter, and the following 
facts surrounding this sensational ar- 
rest were gathered, notwithstanding 
the fact that Comings refussd to make 


tempt people from the neighboring 
lanés to come in and settle. When he 
found that any threats of his, however, 
would not intimidate the troops, he 
finally became quite friendly and asked 
the officer in command to come with 
him and see his own little farm up in 
the mountains. The officer consented, 
and with an escort and interpreter fol- 
lowed the chief. After many miles of 
traveling toward the northeast, the 
part? was‘surprised to come to a little 
valley, about a mile dong and one- 
quarter of a mile wide, nestling down 
between the hills. Grass and luxuriant 
vegetation grew on every hand, and a 
rushing stream, fed bv perpetual 
springs, ran through its center and sup- ° 
plied the sheltered farms of corn and 
apricots. The place was one of the 
nost, picturesque the men had ever 
seen, and they were not previously 
aware of its existence. It was one of 
natural defense and well calculated as 
excelent stronghold. On either 
side the tall, precipitous cliffs of red 
rock arose high above and a wall of the 
same formation barred progress at its 
upper extremity. The extrance was a. 
somewhat narrow defile, which  im- 


mediately broadened out after a few 
rods of advancement. Here the chief 
had doneconsiderable work in draining 
and leveling the ground upon which his 
crops were raised. He was anxious 
that the Government give him some 
help in further improving the valley, 
notwithstanding his general objection 
to the intrusion of the soldiers. 

It was after this time that the agent 
made his trip into the Round Rock 
Valley and attempted to take away 
children for his school, which resulted 
rather disastrously. | 

It is upon that one point that the 
Navajos are now threatening disorder 
and attack. If the Government agents 
still insist upon removing forcibly the 
children from their native homes 
against their own and their parents’ 
wishes, the trouble which is now feared 
will become aserious reality. The In- 
dians, after the recent visitation 
of the diphtheria scourge, which 
carried off so many of their off- 
spring, most naturally cling to 
the few children with atenacity which 
will require a bloody and cruel force to 
overcome. With the exercise of tact 
and forbearance the difficulty may be 
overcome, while harshness will precipi- 
tate almost instant attack. 

The very fact that the Navajos are 
self-sustaining seems to have operated 
againstthem. Inside the boundaries of 
their reservation they have grazing 
upoa the rolling pastures over $4,000,- 
OOO worth of sheep, ponies and cattle. 
But, yet ‘in the Standing Rock Valley 
there cannot be found a single plow nor 
wagon. In comparison with the other 
more warlike and indolent tribes, they 
have not received their just apportion- 
ment of the implements and tools dealt 
out. And then the whites on the east-. 
ern border annoy them even more than 
they do the former. An officer was re- 
cently heard to remark that the Indians 
were the ones who really needed the 
greate€t protettion, to keep off the 


white men from depredating upon the 
reservation,

The committee is composed of 
Fred J. Smith, C. L. Loud, J. E. Packatd 


and fF. L. Palmer. Prof. Baldwin of 
Pomona College, Claremont, appeared 
before the board in the interest 


of the proposed electric railway between 
this city and Claremont, and stated that Ue 
was at work along the proposed route In- 
vestigating the cost of a right-of-way, etc. 
He said all that remained to be done by the 
electric company was to putinthe regula- 
tors at each end of the line, and to makea 
few connections in the city and they would 
turn on the lights. He also advocateda 
committee of seven being appointed to set- 
tle all disputes that came up in regard to 
the interests of the valley.

The Spread of Cholera. 

Professor Pettenkofer, of Munich, is the 
great cholera authority among medical 
men, and his theories as tothe propagation 
of cholera by water are generally accepted 
by the profession. The observations of Dr. 
Snow, Dr. Frankland and Mr. Simon in 
certain epidemics of cholera in London 
have conclusively connected outbreaks 
of the disease in various districts with the 
use of drinking water contaminated with 
the discharges from cholera patients. All 
investigations appear clearly to show that 
the prime factor, and that without whi: h 
no other conditions can take effect, is the 
introduction into the locality of the spec- 
ific infecting matter, this being accom- 
plished in general by the arrival of infected 

rsons. 

That cholera might be carried by the 
agency of the winds from one country to 
ancther is held as a possibility, though 
there is no satisfactory evidence on this 
point. The general theory accepted is that 
the germs get into the water and thus are 
taken intothe system. Pettenkofer holds 
that the disease has been generally found 
to prevail more extensively and with 
greater viole :ce in low lying districts than 
in elevated situations. He also maintains 
that the character of the soil hasaclove 
relation to the spread of the disease, and 
that shallow, porous soils afford special 
facilities for the reception and distribu- 
tion of the cholera germs through the 
moore water of the locality.—Harper’s

Rubies of More Value Tian Diamonds. 

Most people suppose that diamo: ‘4 are 
the most precious of all gems, whereas the 
fact is that fine rubies are at present 
enormously more valuable. For example, 
here are a rnby and a diamond set together 
int ring. Each stone weighs four carats 
exactly. Tie diamond, though of the 
first water, :s worth only $1,000, whereas 
the ruby is worth $9,000. Here is a ruby of 
nine carats that is valued at $45,000. The 
best rubies, of the real pigeon blood color, 
come from Burmah, but the production 
there is very smajl now. A British con- 
cern, the Burmah Ruby company, hasa 
concession which gives it control of the 
mines, but many obstacles have been fou'd 
inthe way cf their successful operation. 
Chief among these is the deadly fever 
which guards the gem deposits. 

Of the fifty engineers and surveyors sent 
at the beginning to explore the fields, 
forty-eight were stricken with the mias- 
matic plague, from which no white man 
seems toescape. The remaining two had 
hadit previously. Natives must be em- 
ployed todo the digging, and to- prevent 
them from stealing the finest stones is weil 
pigh impossible. An incredible variety of 
devices is resorted to by the thieves, the 
least ingenious being to swallow the ru- 
bies, and where articles of such highly 
concentrated value are concerned detcc- 
tion is most difficult.—loterview in New 
York Sun.

The conductor closed by say- 
ing that he never took one cent of the 
company’s money except that paid him fcr 
bis services by the paymaster.—Indianapo- 
lis Journal.

ELECTRICITY. 


The Subject Before the Unity Clab Last 
Evening. 

The third programme in the lecture 
series under the auspices of the Unity 
Club drew a good audience to the Uni- 
tarian Church, corner of Third and 


Hill streets, last evening. The assem- 


blage was presided over by President 
Dobinson of the club, who introduced 
W. A. Spalding as the first speaker. 
Mr. Spalding discussed the general 
theory of electricity, referring briefly 
to the early discoveries, and calling at- 
tention to the fact that the pioneers in 
this science made the mistake of re- 
stricting it to too narrow limits. He 
believed that this tendency is manifest 
among modern investigators as well, 
andthat electricity should be considered 
on as broad a basis, as gravitation or 
the cosmicether. The world needs an- 
other Newton, who will proclaim, with 
the authority of demonstration, the 
universal laws of electricity. The 
speaker believed that electricity is a 
mode of motion, like light and heat— 
that it is the first exemplification of 
force in nature—the great, all-pervad- 
ing dynamic principle. 

He then explained the four estab- 
lished methods of generating electric- 
ity—by friction, by chemical action, by 
heat and by magnets. This part of the 
lecture was illustrated by some very in- 
teresting experiments, conducted by 
Prof. William Lundberg. 

F. W. Wood followed with an inter- 
esting and lucid paper on the dynamo. 
He discussed its several parts, ex- 


‘plained its action and illustrated his 


subject fully by models and charts. 

The evening was concluded with addi- 
tional experiments by Prof. Lundberg, 
in which the beautiful Geissler tubes 
were shown, and an electric illumina- 
tion of the word *‘Unity’’ was given as 
a finale.

Preparations for the Santa Fe’s Ex- 
tension to San Francisco. | 


The Southern Pacific’s Proposed Time 
Table Change Postponed. 


How Trains Will Ran on the Southern 
California Lines—A Yard Engtue’s 
Collision—General Local and 
Personal Mention. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says that a deed has just 
been recorded in Contra Costa county 
from I. R. Wilburto Frank E. Peabody 
for 1300 acres of land at Antioch. 
The land stretches for about three miles 
along the water front at and nedr An- 
tioch, and it is believed to be exgremely 
valuable for railroad terminal purposes. 
Peabody is a member of the firm of 
Kidder, Peabody & Co. of Boston, bank- 
ers. Among railroad men the trans- 
fer is believed to point to the renewal 
of the great railroad project which was 
so much talked of about two years ago. 
Peabody is not only a member of the 
Boston banking firm, but he is also a di- 
rector of the Santa Fé. These facts all 
taken together, the tacit admission of 
the interest of the Santa Fé im the 
San Francisco and Joaquin VaNey road 
and the fact that one of the former’s 
directors has bought a large tract of 
necessary land for railroad purposes, 
tend to show that the plan of building a 
line down the valley, or, in other words, 
from the Santa Fé up to the Bay of San 
Francisco, is being actively considered.

And when | read Epna- 
riam’s name among the killed, and 
he said | had 
good nerve, and he was giad I didn't 
take it hard. ButI sat down in that 
chair young and full of hope and cour- 
age, looking forward to the future to 
mend the past, and I rose fromit an 
old woman, with hope and happiness 
slain. Ididn’t give up to it. What 
woman could, with four little father- 
less children’? But for weeks after, I 
seemed to be walking ina dark cloud, 
where the sun never shone. 

The first thing that really brought 
me back to myself, was walking out one 
day in spring, and coming on a green 
patch of winter wheat, that Ephriam 
had persisted in sowing, against the 
advice of allthe neighbors. it seemed 
as if it was the firsttime that anything 
had ever prospered under his hand— 
and that hand cold and stiff in a trench 
on a Southern battlefield. I cried like 
a baby over it; but somehow I took 
heart with the growing grain, and then 
and there Il pledged myself to help on, 
by every means in my power, the cause 
for which my husband had laid down 
his life. 

It wasn’t much I could do, with four 
little children on my hands, but every 
spare moment and every spare cent 
“Wéfe given. A branch of the Sanitary 
Commission was formed in the nearest 
village, and I joined it. I scraped lint, 
and made bandages, and packed down 
firkins of. butter, and knit socks and 
mittens, and turned the whole season's 


product of our little orchard into 
jellies and preserves, for the 
sick and wounded in hospital. 


The winter wheat turned out well, 
and prices were high that year, so I 
didn’t need to touch the money in bank, 
and had someto spare. Sometimes [ 
left the babies with a friend—people 
stood by one another inthose days— 
and went to meetings of the Aid. Most 
of the ladies were more genteel and 
better educated than me, but no one 
worked harder, or did more, according 
te their means, andthey treated me 
with respect. 

It was at one of these meetings that 
we planned our album quilt. There 
were hundreds of these quilts made in 
war times, after all sorts of patterns. 
pieced of scraps of white cotton and 
bright prints, quilted criss-cross, like 
any other bedspread. But because 
these were intended for hospitals where 
wounded Yankee soldiers lay, and be- 
cause we knew that_reading was scarce 
at the front. and manyof the sick too 
y weak to lift a book or paper if they had 

it, we gave them reading in their very 
bedding. On every block of this one 
there was a tulip, and inthe heart of 
tite tulip the woman who made it wrote 
her name, with some sort of a 
motto or message. When the blocks 
were. all Hrought in, everybody agreed 
that e.~was the brightest of 
the lot. One of the big lobes of the 
flower was made of a scrap of rose-pink, 
left over fromthe baby’s new apron, 
and one was sea-green, like the twins’ 
new sunbonnets, and two were turkey- 
red, like the coverings of the barrel 
chair Ephraim had made for me, and 
one was a piece of the sky-blue lawn I 
wore on my wedding day, with a bit of 
Ephraim’s flowered Marseilles vest 
alongside it, and the yellow heart was 
a piece of little Eph’s nankeen breeches. 
And on this I wrote a plain as 1 could, 
being so unused to a pen: 

‘*Men shed their life blood, we women 
our heart's blood, in our country’s 
cause.’’ 

I didn’t put my name to it, only my 
initials andthe name of the village. 
After it was packed and sent on, I be- 
thought myself it was a dismal sort of 
message tosen@ to a sick man, but I 
comforted myself with thinking that the 
gay colors would hearten up whoever 
had it over him, and I wondered if I'd 
hear anything from it, or whether it 
would be like the eggs and butter and 
preserves, just gulped down and for- 
gotten. 

Well, you'll hardly believe me, when 
I tell yon that in three weeks’ time 
there came a letter addressed to my 
initials. The postmaster’s wife wasa 
member of our society, and she under- 
stood as soon as she set eyes on it, and 
sent it out tomebya farmer who was 
coming home from town.: It was from 
a hospital nurse,'a lady, and she said 
the quilt was put on the bed of a man 
who had reached the lines after six 
weeks’ hiding ina swamp, and a wild 
race for freedom over the open country ;

Decision by Judge Clark on a 
Tan Real Estate Deal. 


Conditions Under Which a Contract 
May Be Rescinded, 


A Case in Which the East Side Levee 
Cuts a Figure. 


Progress of the Cable Road Sult—The 
Bates Trial Still in Progress Uefore 
Judge Ross—Divorces Granted— 
Court Notes, 


Judge Clark yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of Jacob Quill vs. 
A. Jacoby et al., an action to rescind a 
contract for the purchase of two lots 
on the East Side, ordering judgment for 
the defendants therein, in accordance 
with the following opinion: 

On July 13, 1887, the plaintiff and de- 
fendants entered into twocertain contracts, 
by the terms of which the plaintiff agreed 
to pur hase, and defendants agreed to sell, 
two certain lots in the Jacoby & Thorns sub- 
divisionof the Blow tract for sums aggre- 
gatini; $1500. Payments were to be,made 
in three Instaliments, the last installment 
to become due on July 13, 1888. Both con- 
tracts contained a stipulation on the part of 
Gefendants as follows, viz.: ‘‘And the par- 
ties of the first part hereby bind themselves 
to construct and buildalevee along the 
west side of said tract, in a-cordance with 
the plans and specefications as furnished by 
the Council of the city of Los Angeles, and 
if the last payment hereinbefore provided 
for skall beeome due before said levee has 
been accepted by the city as completed, 
then the last payment above referred to 
shall be deferred until said levee has been 
accepted by the proper officers of the city 
of Los Angeles,”’ etc. 

Plaintiff paid the two first install- 
ments, according to the terms of each con- 
tract. On January 6, 1891, no levee hav- 
ing been built aloug the west line of said 
tract, plaintiff attempted to rescind said 
contract, and notified defendants, by a writ- 
ing sicned by his attorney, that he consid- 
ered said contract at an end, and offered to 
re-transfer to them all interest that he had 
in said lots by reason of said contracts. and 
demanded a return of all money paid by 
him thereunder. 

The right to rescind a contract is gov- 
‘erned by section 1689 of the Civil Code. It 
reads: ‘A party to a contract may rescind 
the same in the following cases only. . . 
(2.) If tNrough the fault ofthe party as 
to whom he rescinds the consideration for 
his obligation fails in whole or in part.” 

In considering this section the Supreme 
Court in Lawrence vs. Gagetty (78 Cal., 

126.) where there was a conveyance of 
real estate, the sole consideration of which 
was an agreement on the part of .the ven- 
dee to do certain things. as to develop a 
mine, build a mill, etc., held that @ total 
non-performance on the part of the vendee 
was not a failure of consideration that 
would entitle the vendor to rescind, there 
being no fraud, and the performance of the 
contract on the part of vendee not being 
expressly made a condition affecting the 
validity of the conveyance. 

Thatcase is cited and relied upon by the 
defendants, who urge that if plaintiff has 
any cause of action it is an action for 
breach of contract and that his remedy is 
not rescission. 1 do not, however, think 
that case in point. There the contract of 
the plaintiff was executed, and a distinc. 
tion would seem to be made by the authorti- 
ties between executed and executory con- 
tracts, with respecttothe right of rescis- 
sion. “The reason (be it gooa or bad) of this 
distinction would seem to be that where a 
contract is fully executed by one party 
thereto such party thereby waives actual! 
performance on the part of the other party 
\aad relies only upon his mere promise of 
performagce. Were this an executed con- 
tracton the part of plaintiff: had he made 
the payments required of bim, and ac- 
cepted the deed, he would, under the rule, 
so far asthe form of his remedy is con- 
‘cerned, have beén held to have waived the 
actual building of the levee by defendant, 
and to have rested on defendant's promise 
to beild it, and his remedy would have 
been ah action for damages for the breach 
ot promise. Plaintiff's contracts, however, 
are stillexecutory. He has waived noth- 
ing. The consideration of his promise to 
pay the money specified id the contract is 
the promise of the defendants, not only to 
convey the title to the lots, but also to 
build the levee. If, therefore, the levee be 
not built according to the cuntracts, there 
is such a part failure of the consideration 
for promise as would entitle bim 
to rescffid under section 1689 of the Civil 
Code above reterred to. 


But p there béen such failure to build 
the lev6@jaccording to contract’ The con- 
tract p ‘ribed no limitation of time for 


the completion of the levee and the law 
would thérefore imply a promise to build it 
within @ reasonable time. What consti- 
‘tutes a’ reasonable time must depend on the 
facts afide¢ircumstances in each particular 
case. Here ‘the evidence shows thatthe 
time actually necessary for the building of 
a levee along the line of the Blow tract 
would be‘ but a few months. It shows, 
however, that this tract is situated upon 
the bank of the Los Angeles River, between 
Aliso and Seventh streets, and is so situ- 
ated that @ levee built on the west line of 
thetract would afford no protection to the 
land frém ‘the encroachment of the river, 
and would be an useless undertaking, un- 
less also built to a point some 6000 or 
7000 feet up the streamand along and in 
front of land not belonging to defendants. 
—-ltfurther appears that before the date of 
the contract the City Council! had adopteda 
report of its Committee on East Side Levee, 
recommending that the city give $2 per 
“foot towartl building a levee along the east 
side of the river from Aliso street to Sevy- 
enth street, said levee to be the same as 
the railroad levee on west side of the river, 
accordtmg to the plans and specifications 
then On file in the City Clerk's oftice, and 
that thereafter,in the fall of 1887, de- 
fendants and other owpers of land abutting 
the river between said points entered into 
a contract, or contracts, with one Bur- 
lingame for the construction of such levee, 
and work was commenced and continued 
until July or August, 1888. Some 5000 or 
6000 feet of levee was constructed, and 
when the contractor ceased working the 
south end cf the levee was about 1009 or 
1500 feet from thenorth line of the tract 
mentioned. There is evidence tending to 
show that at thattime and for some time 
thereafter there was difficulty in obtaining 
the lumber required by the specifications 
for the building of the levee. It further 
appears from the evidence that in Sep- 
tember, F890, the city entered into a con- 
tract with the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railway Company, by which said company 
agreed to build a levee along the east bank 
ot the river, where a levee had not been 
constructed between points therein speci- 
fied, and infrontof the tract If quesfion 
Work of construction was commenced in 
the fall of 1890, and the levee was com- 
pletedin the summer of 1891. From the 
time when work ceased under the Burlin- 
game contract to the time when it was com- 
menced under the contract of the Terminal 
Railway Company about two years elapsed, 
and this would at first appear to be an un- 
reasonable delay. But that the parties 
contemplated the possibility of delay is 
clear from the terms of the contract. It 
provides thatif the levee is not completed 
within one year from its date, the balance 
of the pancyare price is not to be paid until 
it is complete 

in construing the contract it must be as- 
sumed that. the parties contracted with a 
view to the conditions that existed at the 
time. The detendants did not contract to 
build a levee above their land, and it can- 
not be supposed that the parties to the con-

Closing Sessions of the Pomo- 


logical Society. 


The Spring Meeting to Be Held in 
Ventura fn May. 


A Decidedly Breezy Discussion on the 
Coyote Sealp Bounty. 


Resolutions Adopted Favoring the Repeal 
of the Tax on Growing Frait Trees— 
Several Interesting Papers 

Presented. 


The Popfological Society of Southern 
California closed its autumn session at 
Pomona yesterday ..afternoon. The 
meetings grow importance every 
year, and have become the most in- 
structive and useful gatherings that 
fruit-growers could possibly have. 
There isno question which bears upon 
the interests of the growers that is not 
fully discussed and treated. Yester- 
day’s proceedings were even more im- 
portant than Tuesday’s, and were so 
fully treated that the arguments were 


« frequently stopped for want of time. 


The first subject wtffch came up yes- 
terday morning was ‘Green Manuring 
of Orchards,’’ by Prof. E. J. Wickson of 
the University of California, Berkeley. 
The Professor could not be present, and 
the paper was read by H. W. Krucke- 
berg 


A full discussion of the subject fol- 
lowed, and the opinion of the society 
seemed to be that the growing of rye 
between the trees to the height of about 
twelve. or fourteen inches, and then 
turning it under, was the best mode of 
manuring. It only cost about one-tenth 
as much as barnyard manure and was 
much superior. Care should be taken 
to sow the rye about twice as thick as 
for an ordinary crop, and it should not 
be sown so close to the trees that it 
would injure the roots in turning the 
rye under. Black mustard was also 
considered a very valuable fertilizer in 
other countries. It was unanimously 
agreed to ask the United States experi- 
mental station, located just east of the 
city, to try some experiments in this 
line, and also to note the temperature, 
as some claimed the growjng of green 
plants lowered the temperature as much 
as 4°. 

A letter was read from Prof. N. B. 
Pierce, the pathologist, who could not 
attend, but informed the society that 
he had issued a book on vine disease, 
which could be had by sending the 
names of those who desired them. * 

The next was a very interesting and 
instructive paper by John S.~ Calkins, 
the experienced olive-grower, of Po- 
mona. The paper presented all the 
latest and best methods of propagating 

nd transplanting the olive tree, the 
soil and climate best adapted to its use, 
irrigation, insect pests and methods of 
destroynig ‘them, olive oil and olive 
pickles, the outlook for the olive and 
the different varieties, which were about 
three hundred. The members were 
very anxious to know what varieties 
were best for setting out an orchard of 
five or ten acres, and the general 
favorite seemed to be the Manzanilla 
or Navadillo for general purposes. 

P. J. Dreher of _Pomona then intro- 
duced a resolution to ask the Legislature 
to take the bounty off coyote scalps, as 
the killing of the coyotes gave the 
festive jack rabbit too much room to 
grow and multiply, and the jack rakbit 
destroyed the young trees in great num- 
bers. 


The resolution developed a heated 
discussion, as some thought the coyote 
did more damage to stock than the rab- 
bit did-to trees. 

The resolution was finaily tabled by a 
standing. vote of 29 to 17, the re- 
mainder and larger part not voting. 

Then followed a paper upon the *‘Tax- 
ation of Fruit Trees,’’ by Judge Blades 
of Pomona. The Judge wanted the tax 
taken off of growing trees, and wanted 
it bad, or at least wanted it very mate- 
rially reduced. When aman set out a 
young decidvous orchard, and before 
the trees began co bring in any profit, 
they are taxed from $15 to 840 per 
acre. Citrus trees are taxed from $50 
to $200 per acre. Beets and alfalfa 
are not taxed at all, though they begin 
to pay at once. In many other coum 
tries orchardists are paid a bonus to put 
out fruit trees, while the farmers here 
are taxed. 

The address was warmly applauded, 
and everybody seemed to agree with 
the speaker except F. Cogswell, of 
Pomona, who stated that alfalfa was 
taxed as well as fruit trees, from the 
fact that if any one put the money he 
made from his alfalfa in.a house, or any 
improvement, the improvement was 
taxed. 

Some long-headed member rose to 
ask Mr. Cogswell if the roots of his 
ilfalfa were taxed, and that settled the 
natter. pw 

A constitutional’amendment was: con- 
sidered the best plan, and the following 
sommittee was to draft suit- 
able resclutions: . Blades, Pomona; 
H. W. Kruckeberg, Los Angeles; E. W. 
Holmes, Riverside; W. H. Holabird, 
Claremont, and J, S. Thompson, Pasa- 
jena. 

C. Edson Smith of Santa Ana reada 
long argument in favor of removing the 
tax, not only from fruit trees, but every 
product of labor, but it was mostly a 
rehash of Henry George’s arguments, 
and savored too much of free trade and 
volitics to be of much interest to the 
societ:, which is purely non-political. 

The next question to be decided was 
the place of the next meeting. The 
society had an invitation from Ontario, 
and one from Ventura. J. S. Collins 
represented the Ontario people. and N. 
W. Blanchard of Santa Paula the Ven- 
turians. It was argued that the On- 


‘tario people had had many chances to 


attend the meetings which had been 
held at Pomona, Redlands and Ontario, 
and the society unanimously agreed to 
héld the next meeting at Ventura. The 
next session is to convene May 1, but it 
will probably be changed to an earlier 
date, as many of the members expect to 
be at the World's Fairat that time. it 
will probably be a joint session of the 


_ Farmer’s Institute of Southern Califor- 


nia and the Pomological Society.. The 
time of the joint session is left with the 
Executive Committee. 

At the afternoon session the only 
paper read was by Dr. J. H. Dunn, on 
‘Destroying Insect Pests on Citrus 
Trees by Fumigation,’’ but nothing new 
was brought out on destroying the pests 
by either spraying or fumigating. The 
greatest trouble seemed to be that, 
though the pests could be easily de- 
stroyed, a neighpor usually had an or- 
chard that was infested, and the scales 
at once came overand spoiled all the 


work. 


The following committee was ap- 
pointed on programme and arrange- 
ments: J. S. Collins, Ontario; N. B. 
Smith, Ventura; G. F. Hobart, Nord- 
hoff; N. W. Blanchard, Santa Paula. 

The society then passed a vote of 
thanks to Pomvuna and the Board of 
Trade for bospitality, and also to the 
president and secretary for their un- 
tiring efforts. 

The meeting then adjourned. Many 


of the members desired to thank Tus 
Times for its full report of the proceed- 
ings, and had noticed that it was the

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


An Adjourned Session Devoted to 
Outfall Sewer Bids. 


After Talking Over the Matter for So 
Time, Action Was Deferred to Mon. 
day Next—Some of the Points 
Raised. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
City Council held an adjourned session 
totake up mattersin relation to the 
bids for the construction of the outfall 


sewer which were submitted two weeks 
ago. 

In regard to the protests filed against 
the consideration of certain bids offered 
the City Attorney reported as follows: 

I have examined the protests filed by 
Hobson & Wilkerson and C. D. Vincent 
against your accepting certain bids for the 
construction of the outfall s:wer, in which 
they call your attention to what they deem 
fatal defects, but which I consider mere ir- 
regularities, which do not invalidate the 
bids. All ofthe requirements in regard to 
the form of bids, amounts of deposits, etc., 
are required only for the protection of the 
city and not for the purpose of allowing 
competing contractors to pick flawsin each 
other's bids. If the city is satisfied, it can 
waive all these irregularities, as they are 
all cured when the contract is entered into. 
I see no reason why you cannot accept 
either of these bids which you thinkis the 
best. As to which one of these bids is the 
best Iam not competent todetermine. It 
seems to me that in a matter which involves 
the payment of so much money, you should 
be thoroughly informed in regard to all of 
the facts which- will enable you to accept 
the bid which will be for the best interest 
of the city, and if the Engineer is not pre- 
pared to advise you fully in regard to the 
same, I think he should be given further 
time for examination and report. 

Councilman Tufts thought that extra 
work charges should be avoided as much 
as praticable, but as the bid for the 
whole was $16,000 above the lowest 
estimate on section construction, it 
made it asomewhat difficult problem to 
calculate as to which will be the best to 
accept. 

The bids as read showed that the 
aggregate for the whole work amounted 
to $184,991, while that on sections 
provided that extra work be charged in 
proportion, being $168,936. If water 
was found on the Freeman land it would 
necessitate the use of an extra thick- 
ness of brick. 

Some discussion arose as to deferring 
the matter. The Engineer refused to 
give an opinion as to which was the 
best bid in his estimation, saying that 
the Council should decide upon that 

int. 

Councilman Rhodes thought that 
there would be but little extra work re- 
quired, at least that was the opinion of 
the residents along the proposed line. 


‘lt was said that ifsome of the bidders 


should perchance strike waterin their 
excavation the contract would be a 


‘losing jobto them, although all of the 


bidders stood ready to carry out their 
agreement, water or rocks notwith- 
standing. 

If no change of plans occurred, the 
section bidders offered to leave out ex- 
tras for rock and water, but Council- 
man Tufts objected to this. as it would 
virtually mean the offering of a lower 
bid, and ifsuch was allowed, the bid- 
ders on the whole should share the same 
privilege. 

Jt was then moved by Councilman 
Rhodes to award the contract to the 
lowest bidders by sections. 

Councilman Innes moved to amend 
by calling for another report from the 
Sewer Committee after further delib- 
eration with the bidders. 

A motion todefer action until the 
Monday fheeting finally prevailed, how- 
ever, with instructions for the same 
committee to prepare another report. 

MOTIONS AND MISCELLANY. 


The Finance Committee recommended 


that $21,000 be transferred from the 
sewer to the school fund, the same 
being returnable during January of 
next year. The recommendation was 
adopted. 

The petition of F. H. Harris and 
others asking that Twenty-first street 
be sidewalked on the south side, from 
Figueroa to Estrella avenue, was re- 
ferred. 

An ordinance of intention to grade 
and gravel Providence street, between 
Seventh and Ninth, under the Bond Act, 
was passed. 

Councilman Summerland moved that 
the Street Superintendent be instructed 
to repair curbs on Banning street and 
that a wooden crosswalk be placed on 
Alameda street nearthe ‘‘Cape Horn’’ 
building. The motions carried, with a 
reference to the Board of Public Works 
in the first instance. 

Upon motion of Councilman Rhodes, 
it was ordered that Mr. Rebman be al- 
lowed to withdraw his certified check of 
$10,000 upon his depositing a certified 
check for the percentage of his bid of- 
fered tor the construction “of section 
No. 1 of the sewer. 

Adjourned.
